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INTRODUCTION 


The Cleveland Museum of Natural History has recently obtained 
a collection of birds made by Mr. W. W. Brown in Arizona and New 
Mexico. This valuable and very acceptable addition to the study 
,- series of the Department of Ornithology of the Cleveland Museum 
was made possible by the generosity of Mrs. S. Prentiss Baldwin of 
Cleveland, Ohio, who purchased this collection and presented it to 

the Museum. 


With no exceptions, all the birds, which number 512, were taken 
in the spring, summer, and autumn of the year 1929, in the Hua- 
chuca Mountains of southern Arizona and in the Sacramento Moun- 
tains of southern New Mexico. The Huachuca Mountains are, of 
course, the classic collecting ground of Arizona, but their proximity 
to the Mexican table-land and their physical characteristics make it 
seem probable that their bird fauna is even yet not fully known. 
The Sacramento Mountains are less well known ornithologically, 
although several collectors have visited them. The present collection 
contains so many specimens interesting from either a biological or 
distributional standpoint that it seems worth while to put on pet- 
manent record a list of the specimens with their accompanying data 
and such pertinent comment as may seem desirable. Two previously 
unrecognized subspecies are represented, and these are properly char- 
acterized in the following pages, together with an other new bird 
from Mexico.

Four specimens: 1 adult female in fresh plumage, obtained on August 17; and 3 
immature males collected on September 29, October 2 and 11. All of these are 
in fresh plumage except that the jugulum in each has only a few black feathers. 

An additional female (No. 10042, C.M.N.H.) is evidently a hybrid between 
Sphyrapicus varius nuchalis Baird and Sphyrapicus thyroideus nataliae (Malherbe). 
This was taken on October 25, 1929, in the Huachuca Mountains at an altitude 
of 6000 feet, and is apparently a juvenile. It is like the adult female of Sphyrapicus 
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thyroideus nataliae below, but the jugulum is a little more extensively black. The 
upper parts are like those of the female of the same species, but the forehead and 
the crown, excluding the nasal plumes, are dull red; the superciliary stripe is black 
spotted with white; there is a broad black postocular stripe; the pale bars of the 
lower nape and back are more whitish (less brownish), particularly anteriorly; the 
wings are more blackish, although with a large white patch formed by the outer 
webs of the greater coverts; and the bars on the inner webs of the middle rectrices 
are broader.

This newly de- 
scribed race seems to be a recognizable form differing from Myiodynastes luteiventris 
luteiventris in its paler lower parts and more grayish (less yellowish buff) upper sur- 
face. The edges of the wing-coverts also average somewhat more whitish (less 
yellowish); and the cinnamon rufous of the tail, upper tail-coverts, and rump aver- 
ages slightly paler. Apparently there is not much constant difference in the charac- 
ter of the streaking on the lower parts.

The two species of wood pewee in North America now known as Myiochanes 
virens and Myiochanes richardsonii are structurally different from the other species 
of Myiochanes, and seem to warrant their segregation in a separate genus, for which 
there is available the name Horizopus Oberholser (Auk, XVI, No. 4, October, 
1899, p. 331; type, Muscicapa virens Linneaus). This group differs from Myiochanes 
in having the first (outermost) primary much longer than the fifth and nearly 
equal to the fourth; with the second, instead of the third or fourth, primary longest; 
the distance from the end of the longest primary to the tip of the shortest secondary 
exceeds the combined length of the tarsus, middle toe, and middle claw (instead 
of being shorter) and the wing is only about three and one-third times the length 
of the wing tip. The forms of this genus are:

One of the 
males, taken August 4, is apparently an immature bird in its second year and is 
like the worn plumage of the adult on the upper parts and anterior under surface, 
though paler, but the posterior lower parts are medially suffused with red. The 
color on the left side is deep salmon pink anteriorly and on the right side more 
reddish posteriorly. Two males in fresh plumage, taken on September 27, have 
conspicuous roundish terminal spots of dark brown on a number of the red 


feathers of the pileum.

Eighteen specimens, collected in June, July, August, and early part of Septem- 
ber. Ten of these are adult males, 7 adult females, and 1 a juvenal female. The 
last mentioned was taken on August 8 and is beginning to molt into the blue 
plumage. Birds of this race from Arizona and New Mexico, which were originally 
described as Cyanocitta macrolopha by Baird?, apparently do not differ sufficiently 
in any constant characters from typical Cyanocitta stelleri diademata of Mexico to 
wartrent recognition as a separate race.

The identification of this individual has made necessary a reexamination of all 
the northern forms of this species. From this investigation it seems desirable to 
add another subspecies to the present list and to rearrange somewhat the geo- 
graphical distribution of the others. According to this the races of the species 
would be as follows: 


1.—Catherpes mexicanus mexicanus (Swainson). 

Largest and darkest of all the forms of the species. It occupies the southern 
and central portions of the Mexican table-land from Oaxaca and Colima north to 
Durango and Jalisco. 

2.—Catherpes mexicanus albifrons (Giraud). 

Nearly as large as Catherpes mexicanus mexicanus, but very much paler on the 
upper parts. Its range is the northeastern part of the Mexican table-land from 
Aguas Calientes north to Nuevo Leon and central western Texas at the mouth of 
the Pecos River. 

3.—Catherpes mexicanus meliphonus, subsp. nov. 

Similar to Catherpes mexicanus mexicanus, but somewhat lighter and decidedly 
smaller.

This new race, although geographically intermediate between Catherpes mexi- 
canus mexicanus and Catherpes mexicanus punctulatus, is, nevertheless, apparently 
sufficiently distinguished from either to warrant separate recognition. It is decidedly 
darker than any of the North American forms, and is slightly larger than Catherpes 
mexicanus punctulatus. 

4.—Catherpes mexicanus polioptilus Oberholser. 

Catherpes mexicanus polioptilus OBERHOLSER, Auk, XX, No. 2, April, 1903, 
p. 197 (“Deer Mountain[ = Plateau Mountain], Chisos Mountains, [cen- 
tral western] Texas”’). 

Similar to Catherpes mexicanus albifrons, but decidedly smaller, particularly 
the bill, and somewhat paler above. 

The geographical range of this race proves to be more restricted than has been 
hitherto supposed, and it appears to be confined to central and western Texas 
(excepting the region about the mouth of the Pecos River), New Mexico, south- 
eastern Colorado, and the southeastern corner of Arizona (Graham Mountains). 

Thus restricted it is a readily recognizable race, which differs, of course, very 
remarkably from the above described subspecies from Sonora, Catherpes mexicanus 
meliphonus, by reason of its very much paler, more grayish upper parts.

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5.—Catherpes mexicanus conspersus Ridgway. 

Similar to Catherpes mexicanus polioptilus, but wing somewhat shorter, and upper 
parts decidedly more rufescent (less grayish) as well as somewhat paler. Its range 
extends from north central and northern Arizona, east to southwestern and central 
Colorado, north to Utah and Nevada, and west to southeastern California. 

The difference in the color of the upper parts between this form and Catherpes 
mexicanus polioptilus is readily distinguishable in series of specimens from typical 
localities. 


6.—Catherpes mexicanus punctulatus Ridgway. 

This rather dark race differs from Catherpes mexicanus conspersus and Catherpes 
mexicanus polioptilus in its decidedly darker upper surface, and additionally from 
the latter in its somewhat smaller size. It ranges from Washington and Oregon, 
through California (excepting the southeastern corner) to Lower California and 
central and southern Arizona (except the southeastern corner).

The alteration of the name of this species from Toxostoma crissale to Toxostoma 
dorsalis has already been fully explained,® but it may be worth while again to call 
attention to this change. This species was first described by Dr. Henry as Toxo- 
stoma dorsalis®, but a month later he ‘“‘corrected”’ the name to Toxostoma crissalis. 
Thus, although the name Toxostoma crissalis was evidently intended to replace 
Toxostoma dorsalis published a month earlier apparently by mistake, it must, by 
our present rules of nomenclature be superseded by the latter, and the species be 
known as Toxostoma dorsalis.

Also the dusky area on the basal portion of these feathers 
is much less extensive than in the typical race; the gray of the upper surface aver- 
ages slightly paler; and the black streaks on the sides and flanks heavier. 

Geographic distribution—Breeds in Arizona, New Mexico, and California (ex- 
cept the northwestern coast region), and north to Colorado, Wyoming, Nevada, 
and central Oregon. It winters in Mexico, south to southern Lower California 
and Michoacan. 

Measurements —Adult male’: Wing, 63-69 (average, 65.4) mm.; tail, 50.8— 
54.5 (53.5); exposed culman, 9.3—10.2 (9.8); tarsus, 16.8—18.5 (17.5); white on 
inner web of second rectrix, 33—52 (38.9). 

Measurements of eleven specimens of Dendroica nigrescens nigrescens from Ore- 
gon and Washington are as follows: wing, 59—63 (average, 61.0) mm.; tail, 48—51 
(49.2); exposed culman, 9—10 (9.7); tarsus, 16.5—18 (17.2); white on inner web 
of second rectrix, 27—35.5 (31.2). 

In the present collection there are 11 specimens, collected from June 29 to 
September 21. Of these, 5 are adult males; 3 adult females; 1 a juvenal male, 
taken on August 11; and 2 juvenal females, taken August 16 and September 21. 
Adult males, taken August 11 and August 27, are in fresh autumn plumage. The 
other males collected in June are in worn summer dress and were not yet in molt. 
An adult female taken on August 12 was in molt. The 2 other adult females, ob- 
tained June 29 and July 8, are in worn summer plumage without indication of 
molt. 

A careful comparison of these specimens with examples of Dendroica nigrescens 
from other parts of its range shows that the birds from Arizona differ markedly 
from the birds of the Pacific coast of the northwestern United States in the charac- 
ters given above. By the separation of this race the breeding range of Dendroica 
nigrescens nigrescens becomes restricted to the Pacific coast region of the north- 
western United States from Cahto, California, to northwestern Washington and 
to southwestern British Columbia.

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The original description of Dendroica nigrescens? was based on a specimen now in 
the United States National Museum from near Fort William (Portland, Oregon). 
An examination shows it to belong to the race from the coast of Oregon and Wash- 
ington. This, therefore, should be considered the typical form. For the Arizona 
subspecies there is a name, Sylvia halseit Giraud, as above indicated, since the 
type, which is now in the United States National Museum, proves to be the same 
as Arizona birds. 

It might be worth while to call attention to the fact that the publication in 
which Giraud described Sylvia halseti, and which, by the way, is one of the rarest of 
North American bird books, known commonly as “Sixteen Species of Texas Birds,” 
has for its real title the following: ““Descriptions of Sixteen New Species of North 
American Birds Described in the Annals of the New York Lyceum of Natural . 
History Collected in Texas 1838.” As is now acknowledged, the specimens from 
which Giraud described the species in this publication could not, at least several 
of them, have come from the region included within the present state of Texas, 
but undoubtedly were collected in Mexico. In the case of Sylvia halseii there is no 
other record for the state of Texas; and, therefore, the occurrence of the bird is 
doubtful in this State. Since several of the other birds described by Giraud un- 
doubtedly came from Mexico, we here designate central Mexico as the typical 
locality of Sylvia halseti Giraud.

Geographic distribution.—Central western Texas and southern New Mexico, west 
to central and southern Arizona, and south to Sonora and Chihuahua. 

This new bird is most closely allied to Sturnella magna hoopesi, described from 
Brownsville, Texas, and, in fact, is its western representative. 

It is strikingly similar to Sturnella neglecta, more so, indeed, than is any of the 
other subspecies of Sturnella magna. Meadowlarks from Arizona and New Mexico 
have commonly been referred to Sturnella magna hoopesi, but comparison of a 
series shows at once that they are different. By this separation Sturnella magna 
hoopesi becomes restricted to central southern Texas.

The northwestern race of Piranga hepatica was described a few years ago with 
type from the Chisos Mountains in central western Texas, but Zimmer more re- 
cently® has considered this the same as typical Piranga hepatica hepatica from 
southern Mexico. He examined only 9 birds from the United States instead of over 
50 available when the original description of Piranga hepatica oreophasma was 
prepared. A reexamination of this case with adequate material shows that the 
northern bird is decidedly larger and darker than typical Piranga hepatica. Zim- 
mer (loc. cit.) treats Piranga hepatica and its forms as subspecies of Piranga flava, 
and apparently with good reason.

The current name for the form of Passerculus sandwichensis occupying the in- 
terior of the western United States is Passerculus sandwichensis nevadensis. The 
name Passerculus sandwichensis alaudinus has been recently applied to the race of 
the interior of western Canada and interior of Alaska; the bird from the south- 
eastern coast of Alaska has been separated as Passerculus sandwichensis anthinus ;\© 
and the birds occupying the coast of southeastern British Columbia and of Washing- 
ton have been called Passerculus sandwichensis brooksi. 

Recent study of a large series of birds of this species from all parts of North 
America and Mexico indicates that some changes in nomenclature and ranges are 
desirable. The bird described as Passerculus alaudinus Bonaparte (loc. cit.) was 
based on a specimen from California, in the following language: 

“Passerculus alaudinus, Bp., nouvelle espéce de Californie, difficile a dis- 
tinguer de P. savanna, Bp. ex Wils., mais plus petite, sans jaune aux 
sourcils et a bec plus court et plus efhilé. Griseo, albo, et rufo-olivascente 
varius: subtus pure albus, pectore lateribusque nigricante-guttulatis : remigibus 
quatuor primis subaequalibus caeteras parum excedentibus: rectricibus 
subacutis.” 

At the same time Bonaparte described Passerculus anthinus from Kadiak, 
Alaska,1! as follows: 

“Une autre espéce encore plus petite, a bec encore plus mince, semble vivre 
plus au nord; en suivant la comparaison, nous la nommerons: 

“Passerculus anthinus, Bp., ex Kadiak, Am. Ross. Simillimus praecedenti, 
sed rostro etiam graciliore et capite flavo induto; subtus albo-rufescens magis 
maculatus.” 

The first of these descriptions, that of Passerculus alaudinus, very clearly refers 
to the paler, more grayish interior race subsequently described as Passerculus 
sandwichensis nevadensis by Grinnell (loc. cit.), and does not fit the larger, more 
rufescent, strongly yellow-browed form from Canada and the interior of Alaska 
to which the name Passerculus sandwichensis alaudinus has recently been restricted. 
The other bird which Bonaparte had in hand at the same time and described as 
Passerculus anthinus from Kadiak is clearly applicable to the breeding form from

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southeastern Alaska as far north at least as the Alaska Peninsula. Careful com- 
parison of a large series of breeding birds from the interior of Canada and the 
interior of Alaska, with birds from the coast of Alaska and from Kadiak Island does 
not bring out any differences of either size or color between the coast bird and 
that of the interior which would serve to separate them subspecifically. Apparently 
both should, therefore, be united under the name Passerculus sandwichensis an- 
thinus. 

Critical examination of a series of the breeding bird from central Mexico dis- 
closes that this is separable from Passerculus sandwichensis alaudinus of the western 
United States by reason of its thicker bill, in this character approaching Passerculus 
sandwichensis savanna. The Mexican bird has also a longer tail than Passerculus 
sandwichensis alaudinus, the average difference in this respect amounting to about 
4 mm; and it is also darker, more brownish above, with heavier black streaking. 
Notwithstanding these characters, Mr. Ridgway has referred some specimens of 
this hitherto unrecognized but evidently distinct race to Passerculus sandwichensis — 
bryanti from the coast of California,!2 apparently having overlooked also the dif- 
ference in the size of the tail and wing, since the Mexican race is very much larger 
than the California coast bird. In fact, the Mexican bird is much like Passerculus 
sandwichensis anthinus, from Alaska, in its large size and dark brownish colora- 
tion; but it differs in its darker, more heavily streaked upper surface, and less yellow 
suffusion on superciliary stripe and on the rest of the head, and in thicker bill. 
Average measurements of the central Mexican bird, taken in part from Ridgway 
(loc. cit.) are: wing (10 males), 71.37 mm.; tail, 53.85; exposed culmen, 10.41; 
height of bill at base, 6.0; tarsus, 19.81. A name is available for this subspecies 
from central Mexico in Ammodramus sandwichensis brunnescens Butler,}8 the type 
of which, No. 113558 U.S. National Museum, has been examined, and the bird 
should thus be known as Passerculus sandwichensis brunnescens (Butler). 

The race from the coast region of southwestern British Columbia and western 
Washington has been described as Passerculus sandwichensis brooksi by Bishop!4 
and differs from Passerculus sandwichensis alaudinus (= nevadensis) in smaller size 
and rather brighter colors, with a more decidedly yellow supercilliary stripe, and 
is apparently recognizable as distinct. 

The form commonly known as Passerculus beldingi\5 is apparently but a sub- 
species of Passerculus sandwichensis, since birds from the coast of south central 
California are clearly intermediates, and this form should, therefore, stand as 
Passerculus sandwichensis beldingi Ridgway. 

The bird recently described by Huey as Passerculus rostratus anulus\® is without 
much doubt a subspecies of Passerculus sandwichensis, since it intergrades indi-

is therefore not a subspecies of Passerculus rostratus. The forms of the Passerculus 
rostratus group (Passerculus rostratus restratus, Passerculus rostratus halophilus, and 
Passerculus rostratus guttatus (the type of which can be exactly matched by breeding 
birds from San Benito Island, the type locality of Passerculus sanctorum) are 
collectively separable from the forms of Passerculus sandwichensis by reason of the 
more convex culmen, and less broadly, less contrastingly black-streaked upper sur- 
face, particularly the pileum, where the streaks are narrow and rather uniformly 
distributed, without the heavy black lateral stripes and often black forehead found 
in Passerculus sandwichensis and its subspecies. These differences and the fact 
that there is apparently no intergradation between Passerculus rostratus halophilus, 
the form of Passerculus rostratus which is geographically nearest Passerculus sand- 
wichensis anulus, and the latter race, indicate that Passerculus rostratus is best 
treated as specifically distinct from Passerculus sandwichensis. 


According to the changes above indicated, the races of Passerculus sandwichensts 
would now stand as follows: 


1.—Passerculus sandwichensis sandwichensis (Gmelin). Breeds on the eastern 
Aleutian Islands, Alaska. South in winter to California. 


2.—Passerculus sandwichensis anthinus Bonaparte. Breeds in Alaska (excepting 
the Aleutian Islands) and Canada, east to Hudson Bay and south to Alberta. 
In winter south to the southwestern United States. 


3.—Passerculus sandwichensis savanna (Wilson). Eastern North America from 
northern Quebec (Ungava) and northern Ontario, south to the central United 
States, and west to Hudson Bay and the eastern edge of the Great Plains. Winters 
from the north central United States south to northeastern Mexico, southern Flor- 
ida, Cuba, and the Bahama Islands. 


4.— Passerculus sandwichensis alaudinus Bonaparte. Western United States and 
extreme southern part of western Canada excepting the coast region of both, south 
to northern Mexico, and east to the Great Plains. Winters south to Guatemala. 


5.—Passerculus sandwichensis brunnescens (Butler). Resident in central Mexico 
north to Hidalgo and Jalisco; west to Nayarit; south to Michoacan and the State 
of Mexico; and east to Puebla. 


6.—Passerculus sandwichensis brooksi Bishop. Breeds on the coast of south- 
western British Columbia and in the coast region of Washington. Winters south 
to California. 


7.—Passerculus sandwichensis bryanti Ridgway. Breeds on the coast of southern 
Oregon and of California south to San Francisco Bay and Monterey. Winters 
south to Carpenteria in southern California. 


8.—Passerculus sandwichensis beldingi Ridgway. Breeds on the coast of southern 
California from near Santa Barbara south to northwestern Lower California. 


9.—Passerculus sandwichensis anulus Huey. Breeds at Scammon Lagoon in the 
north central part of the Pacific coast region of Lower California.

Both of these have a broad vinaceous pink band across the lower part of the jugu- 
lum and the upper breast.
